«Magnet ” Takes 
Bad Flavours 
From Food 


‘Bad tastes and flavours and un~ 
wanted odors in food and drink can 
now be extracted by a “magnet.” 


Wartime gas masks have resulted 


in this discovery, according to Mr. 
John W. Hassler, an official ‘of a 
pulp and paper company who des- 
cribed the “taste magnet”. to the 
American Chemical Society at 
chapel Hill, North Carolina. 

The “magnet” uses the same kind 
of carbon as in gas masks. 

The ‘carbon is “activated, that is, 
it is given an unusual power of. 


attraction by pulverising it into 
particles go fine that the carbon is 
virtually all-surface. In that con- 
dition it acquires electrical forces 


common to the carbon atoms which |- 


form one of.the basic substances 
of all the living world. 

Use of the “magnet” is limited to 
food which can be temporarily re- 
duced to a liquid or a gas during 
treatment... It is also limited to 
the tastes and odors due to im- 
purities. 

“For example,” said Mr. Hassler, 
“it igs not possible to make quinine 
less bitter by treatment of activat- 
ed carbon because bitterness is a 
?| physio-chemical property of qui- 
nine. However, if a liquid hap- 
pens to contain quinine then 
activated carbon will remove the 


‘bitter taste by actually absorbing 


the quinine and removing it from 
the solution.” 

The carbon “magnet” takes un- 
wanted flavours out of sorghum, 
cane. and corn syrups, pineapple 
juice, vinegar, and various drugs. 
It is particularly good for cleaning 
up alcoholic ’ liquors, wines, 
glycerine and “water, Mr. 
Hassler. 

It has worked weil on lard and 
sugar and in the cdse of gelatin 
the carbon removes 
traces of animal odors.

ORRES Strait, lonely, . beauti- 
ful, and almost unknown, - is 

the graveyard of ships of all na- 
tions. They rot among the coral and 


the sand in that wreck-strewn re- 


gion beneath northern seas. 

How many ships came that way 
will ever remain one of the my- 
steries of the sea. The Chinese are 
believed to have threaded their 
clumsy junks through the treacher- 
ous shoals and reefs of North Aus-

‘first to last, with her famous skip- 


pers Carter, Leavett and Turner, 
that by common consent she was re- 
garded as the best cutter ever built. 

While Commander Irving in his 
book, “The. Kings’ Britannia” does 
emphasise this, he often obscures the 
“abusing the 
Y.R.A. and all its works,” and hold-
